INTRODUCTION 

Hello,  everybody — Hope  1931  has  been  kind  to 
you,  and- that  1932  will  show  you  what  a  really  good 
year  is  once  more.  In  spite  of  the  hard  times  my 
orders  for  gladiolus  bulbs,  taken  in  the  field  this  past 
summer,  are  way  ahead  of  last  year.  My  gardens 
are  located  in  a  section  of  Connecticut  where  they 
are  surrounded  by  tobacco  and  potato  fields.  Most 
bugs  dislike  tobacco,  and  the  potatoes  ^re  covered 
with  poison  spray  all  summer  which  spells  death  to 
bugs.  This  and  the  fact  that  all  my  glad  bulbs 
were  thoroughly  treated  with  corrosive  sublimate 
solution  before  planting  accounts  perhaps  for  the 
fact  that  thrip  is  a  pest  I  know  nothing  about  to 
date.  Blooms  were  never  finer  and  I  wish  I  could  tell 
you  of  all  the  new  ones  I  tried  out.  Here  are  a  few 
of  the  ones  I  had  a  quantity  of  and  could  really 
judge  their  worth. 

Mammoth  White  gave  me  some  of  the  finest 
spikes  of  white  I  have  ever  seen.  Albatross,  Bobby 
Douglas,  and  Jeorg’s  White  were  very  good  too. 
Rippling  Water  is  a  glorious  cream.  Ruffled  Gold  I 
like  especially  well.  Toberson,  Loyalty,  and  Fortuna 
are  all  choice  yellows  too.  Betty  Nuthall,  Mrs.  S.  A. 
Errey,  and  Orange  Wonder  top  the  list  of  orange 
shades  with  La  Paloma  and  Gloriana  ahead  in  the 
Prim  Grandifiora  class.  In  scarlets  and  light  red, 
Pfitzer’s  Triumph,  King  George,  Victor,  and  Aflame 
are  worthy  of  a  place  in  anyone’s  garden.  If  you  like 
the  dark  velvety  reds  get  Commander  Koehl, 
Marocco,  Nimrod,  or  Red  Glory.  Coryphee  is,  I 
think,  the  loveliest  pink  I  have  ever  seen,  the  stems 
often  crook  if  not  staked, — but  even  crooked  it’s  a 
treasure.  Angel’s  Dream,  Mr.  Wm.  Phipps,  Mrs. 
P.  W.  Sisson,  and  Mrs.  L.  Douglas  are  all  very 
popular.  Mrs.  T.  Rattray  gives  wonderful  spikes  of 
plain  petalled  rose  shade  and  Crinkles  in  ruffled 
rose  is  unexcelled.  Berty  Snow,  Minuet,  Jane 
Addams,  Jubilee,  Royal  Lavender,  Miss  DesMoines, 
Mary  Frey,  and  Dr.  Moody  are  all  wonderful 
lavender  glads. 

Heavenly  Blue  in  light  shade  of  blue,  Mme. 
Von  Konynebufg  in  medium  shade,  and  Aida  and 
Veilchenblau  in  deep  violet  are  good.  There  are  a 
number  of  fine  smoky  glads  but  Marmora  and 
Mother  McChree  lead  for  me.  Try  these  if  you  like 
gray  flowers  or  odd  shades. 

If  you  can  afford  to  do  so,  get  not  less  than 
three  of  each  variety  you  select.  You  will  enjoy 
being  able  to  cut  two  or  more  spikes  of  one  color. 
Cut  when  the  first  bloom  opens  and  they  will  last 
for  d^ys.  When  only  the  tip  blooms  are  left,  aiTange 
them  in  a  rose  bowl  or  a  low  dish  (in  a  flower 
holder),  and  you  will  almost  think  you  have  a  new 
kind  of  lily. 

Please  Note:  Cultural  instructions  are  sent  with 
each  order. 

In  case  of  error  or  mistakes  (we  all  make  them), 
money  shall  be  refunded  or  stock  replaced  at  the 
customer’s  choice. 

Many  varieties,  especially  the  newer  and  rare 
sorts,  are  in  great  demand  and  I  advise  placing  your 
order  early  to  avoid  disappointment. 
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Bulbs  will  be  sent  in  March  or  April  when  there  is 
no  danger  of  freezing  in  transit,  unless  you  instruct 
otherwise. 

Cash,  check  or  money  order  should  accompany  all 
orders. 

All  bulbs  are  sent  prepaid  where  orders  amount  to 
$1.00  or  over;  25  per  cent  cash  deposit  accepted  on 
orders  of  $5.00  or  over,  balance  before  March  15th. 

Discounts:  Your  choice  in  bulbs  amounting  to  10% 
on  orders  $10  to  $25.  15%  $25  to  $50.  On  larger 
orders  write  for  special  quotations. 

Sizes:  L  stands  for  large  bulbs,  114  inch  or  more; 
M  for  medium  size,  %  inch  or  more;  S  for  small  size, 
%  inch  or  more.  Small  size  will  usually  bloom  if 
planted  early.  From  10  to  100  in  each  package  of 
bulblets,  except  where  noted  “per  each.” 

Foreign  varieties  are  from  Erry,  Australia;  Mair, 
Scotland;  Lemoine,  France;  and  Pfitzer,  Germany.

Peonies 

So  remarkable  have  been  the  results  accomplished 
through  years  of  steadfast  devotion  ^and  untiring 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  Peony  lovers  and  hybridizers 
that  today  the  modern  Peony  is  the  most  superb  and 
outstanding  flower  that  grows  in  our  gardens. 

The  single  and  Japanese  peonies  are  becoming 
very  popular  and  deservedly  so.  Both  types  should 
be  in  every  collection. 

The  peony  is  absolutely  hardy,  and  if  properly 
planted  in  congenial  soil  and  given  reasonable  care, 
is  sure  to  thrive  and  give  its  wealth  of  beauty  year 
after  year. 

September  and  October  are  the  best  months  for 
planting  peonies.  Peonies  usually  bloom  first  season, 
but  size  and  beauty  of  blossoms  improve  from  year 
to  year. 

Bone  meal  is  the  best  fertilizer  to  use  about 
peonies.  Plant  in  soil  deeply  dug  and  pulverized.  Set 
so  eyes  are  not  deeper  than  two  inches  below  level 
of  the  ground.  Too  deep  planting  is  often  cause  of 
not  blooming.  Good  idea  to  protect  the  roots  first 
winter  with  mound  of  earth  or  any  trash  from 
garden,  or  both.  Remove  this  early  in  spring.
